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1. (Once Amended) An adjustable light fixture comprising: 

a housing with an external surface and an interior compartment; 

a reflector assembly rotatably attached to the housing within the interior 


compartment of the housing; and 

an adjustment mechanism that is operable from the external surface of the housing 
to cause movement of the reflector relative to the housing. 


15. (Once Amended) A method of adjusting a reflector assembly, the method 


comprising: 

providing a housing having an external surface and an interior compartment; 

providing a reflector assembly rotatably attached to the housing within the interior 
compartment of the housing; 

providing an adjustment mechanism that is operable from the external surface of the 
housing to move the reflector assembly within the interior compartment of the housing; and 

adjusting the adjustment mechanism to move the reflector assembly. 

16. (Once Amended) The method of claim 15 wherein the adjustment mechanism 
is attached to the reflector assembly, and adjusting the adjustment mechanism moves the 
reflector assembly relative to the housing. 


25. (Newly Added) A light fixture, comprising: 
a housing; 

a reflector rotatably connected inside the housing; and 

means, operable from an external surface of the housing, for rotating the reflector 
relative to the housing. 

26. (Newly Added) The light fixture recited in claim 25 wherein the means for 
rotating the reflector relative to the housing comprises a screw extending through a wall 
of the housing. 
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27. (Newly Added) The light fixture recited in claim 26 wherein the means for 
rotating the reflector relative to the housing further comprises: 

a nut threaded to the screw; and 

a spring for urging the nut away from an interior surface of the housing. 

28. (Newly Added) The light fixture recited in claim 26 wherein the means for 
rotating the reflector relative to the housing further comprises: 

a threaded shaft having one end for receiving the screw; 
a nut threaded to the exterior of the shaft; and 

a spring for urging the nut away from an interior surface of the housing. 

29. (Newly Added) The light fixture recited in claim 26 further comprising 
means for rotatably connecting the reflector relative to the housing further comprises 
means for rotatably connecting an end of the screw to the reflector. 

30. (Newly Added) The light fixture recited in claim 29 wherein the means for 
rotatably connecting an end of the screw to the reflector includes a swivel bolt arranged 
between the screw and the reflector. 

3 1 . (Newly Added) The light fixture recited in claim 30 wherein the means for 
rotating the reflector relative to the housing further comprises: 

a nut threaded to the screw; and 

a spring for urging the nut away from an interior surface of the housing.
